LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  October  2  states 
as  follows: 

"Despite  the  high  prices  ruling  in  the  extra 
staple  cotton  markets  during  the  past  week,  there 
has  been  considerable  buying  activity  and  mills 
that  were  unwilling  to  buy  when  prices  were  ten 
cents  a  pound  below  present  levels  have  this  week 
been  taking  on  cotton  in  fairly  good  aggregate 
volume,  though  all  the  while  protesting  at  the 
figures  it  has  been  necessary  for  them  to  pay. 
Apparently  they  are  seriously  apprehensive  of 
their  ability  to  pass  along  the  new  level  of 
values  when  it  comes  to  selling  cloth  and  yarn, 
yet  are  forced  by  the  nearly  exhausted  condition 
of  their. unused  stocks  of  cotton  to  make  further 
purchases  or  to  close  down  their  plants.

Statement  relative  to  long  staple  cotton  market  cont'd: 

"Peruvians  have  been  very  active  during  the  week  and 
sales  of  more  than  half  a  million  pounds  were  reported 
for  tire  yarn  purposes  at  levels  around  3&  to  34  cents 
for  medium  grade  Mitafifi.     *  * 

"Egyptians  have  risen  sharply  to  levels  that  make 
them  out  of  the  question  for  anything  but  very  special 
work.     This  is  particularly  true  of  Sak,  which  is  held 
at  45  to  48  cents  ex-tariff  for  medium  grades  suitable 
for  tire  yarn  work,     The  quotations  on  the  higher 
grades  run  50  to  54  cents  ex-tariff,  which  would  bring 
the  landed  cost  counting  the  tariff  practically  to  the 
60-cent  level.     Certain  types  of  lower  grade  Sak  some- 
what lacking  in  staple  length  have  changed  hands  this 
week  in  the  neighborhood  of  40  cents,  but  not  in  large 
quantities.    Uppers  of  medium  grades  are  quoted  at  34 
to  36  cents,  with  some  of  the  lower  grades  available 
at  38  to  33.    All  of  these  prices,  of  course,  are  for 
cotton  still  to  be  shipped  from  Alexandria.  There 
are  very  few  spot  lots  of  uppers  to  be  had,  but  medium 
grade  Sak  on  the  spot  in  this  country  can  still  be 
found  in  certain  quarters  at  levels  around  43  to  45 
cents,  while  quotations'  of  47  to  48  cents  are  heard 
on  spots  of  fairly  high  grades. 

"Pima  has  been  in  considerable  demand  and  the  prices 
have  been  shoved  up  two  or  three  cents  a  pound  during 
the  past  week.     Number  2  grade  out  of  this  year's  crop 
is  said  to  be  available  in  certain  quarters  at  levels 
around  42  cents,  and  it  might  possibly  be  bought  as 
low  as  40  cents,  but  it  is  very  difficult  if  not  im- 
possible now  to  get  anything  but  the  lower  grade  Pima 
for  less  than  40  cents.     There  are  certain  offerings 
in  the  East  out  of  last  year's  or  the  year  before 
last  crop  that  are  quoted  at  44  cents  for  Number  2s 
and  46  cents  for  Number  Is.     This  cotton  was  available 
a  week  or  two  ago  at  levels  between  35  and  4C  cents, 
but  the  price  has  since  been  advanced  as  it  is  con- 
sidered to  be  very  desirable  because  Qf  its  consider- 
ably longer  and  more  even  staple  as  compared  to  this 
year ' s  Pima  crop . 

"Ruling  market  levels  on  extra  staples  strict  mid- 
dling in  grade  and  classed  as  to  staple  on  a  very 
high  standard  of  stapling  are  as  follows: 

Inch  and  an  eighth,  30  to  34  cents. 

Inch  and  three-sixteenths,  36  to  38  cents. 

Inch  and  a  quarter,   39-1/2  to  41  cents. 

Inch  and  five-sixteenths,  42  to  45  cents."

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  October  9  states  as 
follows: 

"Shippers  were  very  firm  in  their  prices  on 
extra  staples  during  the  past  week,  quotations 
in  some  instances  being  advanced  a  half  cent  over 
the  previous  week's  figures,  and  matters  approached 
a  deadlock  stage  when  Eastern  mills  balked  at 
paying  the  prices  asked.    Interest  from  the  mills 
was  quite  general  but  sales  were  few  except  in 
cases  of  lots  offered  materially  under  the  gen- 
eral level  of  values.     Dealing,  on  the  whole, 
was  not  nearly  so  large  as  was  reported  for  the 
previous  week,  at  least  so  far  as  the  extra  staple 
lengths  were  concerned.

■atement  relative  to  long  staple  cotton  market  cont'd: 

"While  there  are  some  of  the  New  England  plants 
that  are  still  demanding  strict  and  good  middling 
staples  and  will  consider  nothing  else,  others  are 
dropping  their  grade  standards  to  some  extent  and 
using  middling  instead  of  strict  and  strict  low 
instead  of  middling,  this  being  especially  true 
in  cases  where  the  cotton  is  bought  on  actual  sample. 
In  some  instances  a  special  grade  type  has  been 
submitted  and  cotton  bought  against  it. 

*  *  * 

"Egyptians  have  been  soaring  out  of  reach  during 
the  week  and  even  with  a  break  of  more  than  six 
hundred  points  toward  the  close  of  the  week  in  the 
Alexandria  market,  the  prices  are  still  so  high  as 
to  preclude  any  dealing,  except  for  a  few  odd  spot 
lots  here  and  there,  held  by  a  mill  as  hedges 
that  are  not  now  needed,  and  offered  materially 
under  the  Alexandria  levels  in  order  to  turn  them 
into  cash.    Medium  grade  Sak  suitable  for  use  in 
tire  yarns  can  be  had  as  low  as  48  cents  tariff 
paid,  but  some  are  quoting  almost  that  figure  on 
an  ex-tariff  basis.     The  higher  grades  of  Sak  range 
from  57  to  65  cents  tariff  paid  and  are  out  of  the 
question  except  for  extra  special  work  where  the 
price  does  not  count.    Medium  grade  uppers  can  be 
had  at  34  to  36  cents,  but  as  peelers,  equal  spin- 
ning value,  can  be  had  at  lower  levels,  there  has 
been  no  buying  except  of  spots. 

"Peruvian  mitafifi  of  good  grade  is  offered  at 
36  to  38  cents  with  practically  no  medium  grades 
offered,  while  high  grade  Tangris  is  quoted  at 
33  cents.    Heedless  to  say,  these  prices  have  dis- 
couraged dealing  this  week.     Sea  Islands  have  also 
been  inactive. 

"On  Pima  the  prices  have  jumped  four  or  five  cents 
a  pound  during  the  past  few  days.     Although  sales 
of  mixed  lots  of  No.  1  and  2  grades  were  made  early 
in  the  week  at  40  to  42  cents,  there  seem  to  be  no 
offerings  at  present  under  46  to  48  cents  for  No.  1 
and  44  to  47  cents  for  No .  2 .     No .  3  can  be  had  at 
42  to  45  cents.     No  sales  at  these  levels  are  re- 
ported in  New  England,   though  purchases  in  Phoenix 
for  the  account  of  Eastern  merchant  firms  are  re- 
ported at  levels  proportionate  to  these  last  named 
figures.     Sales  of  odd  spot  lots  of  mill  owned  Pima 
at  prices  ranging  from  35  to  42  cents  have  been

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  October  16  states 
as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  markets  were  quiet  during 
the  past  week  and  the  holiday  taken  in  conjunction 
with  the  World  Series  baseball  games  came  in  for 
the  major  part  of  the  blame  for  the  lack  of  ac- 
tivity, which  was  as  noticeable  in  the  cloth  and 
yarn  markets  as  in  the  cotton  market. 

"Prices  undoubtedly  were  easier.  Quotations 
from  the  South  were  a  half  cent  to  a  cent  and  a 
half  lower  on  staple  cotton  than  they  were  a  week 
ago,  and  with  a  firm  bid  it  was  possible  to  do 
much  better  than  this  in  certain  quarters.     *  * 
*  *  * 

"Egyptians  were  somewhat  easier,  especially  toward 

the  latter  part  of  the  week.     Spots  were  sold  at 
46  cents  for  medium  grade  tire  yarn  Sak  averaging 
around  Government  No.  48  in  grade,  while  similar 
cotton  for  shipment  from  Alexandria  was  quoted 
at  48  to  50  cents  with  the  tariff  paid.  Slightly 
higher  grades  were  quoted  around  52  cents  tariff 
paid,  while  occasional  lots  of  low  grade  spots

could  be  had  as  low  as  41  to  42  cents.    For  uppers 
34  to  36  cents  were  asked  for  medium  grades  suit- 
able for  use  in  tire  yarns.     Several  limited  lots 
were  sold  around  the  former  figure,  it  is  under- 
stood.   As  a  whole,  however,  there  has  been  but 
little  activity  in  Egyptians  this  week,  compara- 
tively speaking. 

"Fairly  high  grade  Peruvian  mitafifi  is  being 
offered  in  certain  quarters  around  36  to  38  cents, 
while  good  grade  Tangris  can  be  had  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  33  cents.    Sea  Islands  have  seen  some 
little  inquiry  here  and  there  and  average  extra 
choice  is  quoted  at  50  cents  by  the  few  houses 
that  are  able  to  offer  any  of  this  cotton. 

"There  was  some  interest  in  Pima  cotton,  partic- 
ularly since  the  price  quotations  sagged  off  toward 
the  close  of  the  week.    Half  Ho.  1  and  half  No.  2 
Pima  of  full  five-eighths  staple  could  have  been 
bought  at  41  to  42  cents,  while  for  a  lot  classing 
all  No.  2  the  current  quotations  ran  as  low  as 
42  to  43  cents,  with  many  asking  as  much  as  44 
cents.    No.  Is  could  have  been  bought  without  much 
trouble  around  45  cents  on  a  firm  bid,  while  for 
No.  3s  it  was  possible  to  do  es  well  as  40  cents 
and  occasionally  as  well  as  39  on  a  firm  bid, 
although  some  were  quoting  No.  3s  at  42  cents. 
Although  these  prices  were  considered  here  to  be 
quite  attractive,  there  was  very  little  actual 
dealing  put  through  this  week.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  October  23  states 
as  follows: 

"Faced  with  the  probability,  or  at  least  the  pos- 
sibility, of  the  railroad  strike  within  ten  days, 
the  New  England  textile  centers  were  confining  most 
of  their  cotton  buying  activities  to  securing  spot 
lots,  and  the  extra  staple  dealing  for  the  week 
was  principally  of  this  character.    Providence  was 
reported  to  be  buying  spots,  both  long  and  short 
staple,  and  in  almost  any  grade.    Pall  River  was 
doing  the  same,  while  the  activity  in  the  Boston 
market  consisted  chiefly  of  spot  ootton  sales  or 
sales  of  cotton  in  transit,  most  of  which  turned 
out  to  be  shorter  cotton. 

*  *  * 

"Southern  shippers' quotations  varied  considerably, 
some  showing  much  more  tendency  to  weakness  than 
others.     As  a  whole,  they  were  not  pressing  for 
business,  but  it  was  possible  to  do  a  great  deal 
with  a  firm  bid  from  a  mill.     A  full  style  of  inch 
and  a  quarter,  strict  middling,  brought  as  high 
as  38  cents,  but  there  were  other  places  where 
lower  levels  were  heard,  and  in  one  quarter  middling

full  quarters  were  offered  as  low  as  32  to  33 
cents.    For  strict  middling  inch  and  throe- 
sixteenths  34  to  35  cents  was  the  generally  quoted 
level,  hut  some  offered  limited  lots  slightly 
lower,  and  middling  was  bought  as  low  as  31  cents, 
according  to  one  report.     On  strict  middling  full 
inch  and  an  eighth  30  to  32  cents  was  quoted  "by 
many,  depending  on  the  character  of  the  cotton. 
In  a  few  places  it  was  possible  to  bea-b  this  by 
one  or  two  cents,  but  the  quantities  offer  3d  were 
very  large.    lull  five- sixteenths  was  inactive, 
so  far  as  demrnd  went,  although  quotations  on  it 
ranged  from  39  to  42  cents  for  strict  middling, 
while  for  44  cents  it  was  possible  to  buy  strict 
middling  three-eighths  cotton  of  very  desirable 
character^  ^  ^ 

"There  was  very  little  doing  in  foreign  cottons, 
the  buying  interest  seeming  to  center  more  on  the 
American  varieties.    Medium  grade  Egyptian  Sale 
sold  as  low  as  46  cents  for  spots,  and  were  offered 
for  shipment  on  a  tariff  paid  basis  around  46  to 
47  cents  for  cotton  equal  in  grade  to  Government 
type  46  to  48.    For  grade  42  it  was  possible  to 
buy  at  49  cents  tariff  paid,  while  for  grade  No,  38 
Sak  the  tariff  paid  price  ranged  from  52  to  54 
cents.    Medium  grade  Egyptian  uppers  were  offered 
at  32  to  33  cents  without  creating  any  interest, 
and  medium  grade  Peruvian  mitafifi  was  obtainable 
as  low  as  31  cents,  with  the  very  highest  grade 
of  Peruvian  grown  with  exceptionally  long  staple 
available  at  36  cents,  and  might  possibly  have 
been  gotton  slightly  cheaper  on  a  firm  bid,  For 
Tangris,  asking:  prices  ranged  from  26  to  31  cents, 
depending  upon  the  grade  and  character  of  the  cotton, 
while  rough  Peruvian  was  offered  arov*nd  25  cents. 

"Sea  Islands  were  offered  at  49  cents  for  extra 
choice  without  arousing  any  interest  from  the  mills, 
but  there  was  some  interest  in  Pima,  both  here  and 
in  the  Boston  territory.    No.  1  grade  has  been 
sold  as  high  as  44  cents,  but  can  be  had  row  on 
the  spot  around  42  cents,  with  No.  2  grade  around 
40  cents,  or  slightly  lower,  and  No.  3  grade  around 
37  to  38  cents.     Some  cotton  is  moving  at  these 
levels,  but  it  is  mostly  spots.
